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"•HE  great  rucccHls  of  the  Ruflians  in 
the  two  hiit  campaigns,  though  flat¬ 
tering  ami  brilliant,  have  not  been  pro- 
iluv'tive  of  thole  iinmtiliate  advantages 
whieh  would  have  attended  conquefts  of 
the  fame  nature  in  pther  parts  of  the 
world.  7  he  fertile  and  extenfive  pro¬ 
vinces  between  the  Danube  and  the  Nief- 
tcr,  if  ilicy  had  been  fituated  in  the  cul¬ 
tivated  parts  of  Europe  or  Alia,  and  fub- 
jeet  oi'.jy  to  the  well-regulated  rapine  of 
a  difeiplined  army  under  ^  able  general, 
would  in  themfelves  have  nearly  provi¬ 
ded  for  thg  fupport  of  the  war. 

In  the  |H*efent  inftance,  thje  conquered 
countries  are  in  fb  nrined  a  Rate,  that, 
inftead  of  contributing  to  defray  the  ex- 
pences  of  the  tneycanijot  fupply 
the  common  articles  of  fubliftence ;  and 
h)ritge  is  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  aid, 
wliich  they  ton  arord  to  their  defipnders 
or  afiailants. 

The  Ruffians  will,  however,  derive 
gi  eat  advantages  in  the  future  operations 
of  the  war,  from  this  acceffion  of  territo- 
r>' ;  '}nd,  being  iryjoflelfion  of  all  the  fbr- 
ti'efies,  and  the  Turks  driven  totally  be¬ 
yond  the  Danube,  this  Rate  of  fccurity, 
as  well  as  that  arIRng  from  the  fubmiffion 
of  the  Budziac  Tartars,  will  encourage 
the  remaining  natives  to  cultivate  their 
lands  and  rebuild  their  houfes,  and  the 
lugitives  to  return  to  their  country.  Ifor 
will  the  Turks  find  it  eafy  now‘to  renew

attempt,  in  which  they  will  exp^cnce 
many  of  the  fame  ilifficulLics,  which  we 
had  formerly  Ihewn  would  attend  the 
progrefs  of  the  Ruffians,  if  they  were  to 
extend  their  operations  into  Bulgaria, 
lu  either  calb  the  river  will  be  found  a 
very  important  barrier. 

Though  the  Tartars  of  the  Crim  and 
Little  Tartary,  as  well  as  thofe  of  Ocza- 
kow,  have  hitherto  continued  firm  in 
their  attachment  to  the  Porte,  and  have 
defpifed  all  the  ofters,  as  well  ajs  threats, 
which  have  been  ufed  to  detach  them 
from  it,  yet  it  can  icarcely  be  conceived, 
by  the  prefent  appearance  of  alfairs,  that, 
without  the  intervention  of  fome  other 
power,  or  fome  extraordinary  and  uoex- 
pedted  good  fortune  on  the  fide  of  the 
Turks,  they  can  be  able  to  withRand  the 
power  of  Kuffia  for  another  campaign. 
The  Turkilh  operations  on  tl\e  Danube 
can  be  confiderra  as  little  more  than  a 
dprerfion  in  their  favour,  and,  in  the  pre¬ 
fent  wretched  R^te  of  their  marine,  the 
fiipport  by  the  plack  Sea  unnR  be  weak 
and  uncertain.  Nor  is  any  extraordiha* 
ry  defence  to  be  expe^fd  from  the  fby- 
trefi  of  Oczakow ;  fingle  and  expofed  as 
h  is,  without  fupport,  and  the  dreadful 
fate  of  Bender  before  its  eyes. 

While  the  Ruflians  triumph  lipon  the 
Danube  and  the  NicRcr,  by  their  expedl*- 
tion  to  the  JWcditrrrancan,  they  i'cem  to 
have  inclofed  all  Europe,  from  the  bot- 
koin  of  the  Balricr  to  the  Ifycij^ts  of  the 
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Pird-imllcs,  within  the  line  of  their  ho- 
fVi'ity.  J'Atraorciinary  events  are  ftldoni 
brought  about  w.thout  .i  linjiularconeur- 
iv*H  c  of  eivenTuftance^  to  facilitate  their 
eNcrniion ;  and  it  may  perliaps  be  found, 
tbAt  nuift  of  the  great  revolutions,  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  hiltory  of  man¬ 
kind,  would  have  failed,  if  they  had  iK’cn 
attempted  at  any  other  lime  than  that 
preciie  a'ra,  which  feemed  calculated  tor 
their  completion,  and  to  have  removed 
or  iinoollicd  every  obftacle  to  their  fuc- 
cc  fs.  I'his  expedition  is  one  of  thofe  re¬ 
markable  events,  which  could  have  as 
little  taken  place,  as  the  attempt  could 
have  been  beiievcd  or  foreleen,  at  any 
period  of  tiii  A.*  prior  to  the  prefent. 

It  had  become  the  policy  of  the  great 
European  comincreial  powers,  long  be¬ 
fore  Rudla  wa-  mafterof  a  IJiip,  to  futFer 
ho  new  mantime  (late  to  fpring  up  a- 
monglf  them ;  nor  did  the  anti'piity  of 
the  republic  of  Genoa  protect  her  from 
the  jealoufy  of  Louis  XIV.  when  Ihe,  who 
h;’.d  Ufoie  alpired  to  be  a  rival  for  the 
commerce  ot  the  world,  was  rellrained 
fu'iin  building  ihips  in  her  own  docks; 
niui  c'.en  reitiicled  as  to  the  pofi'eilion  of 
more  than  a  fjxx'iticd  number. ,  Afbitra- 
ly  precedents  of  the  fame  nature  were 
not  unknown  in  antiquity;  and  it  is  no 
t.’onder  that  Dk.*  modern  European  ftates, 
whofc  avidity  for  commerce,  as  lixm  as 
they  had  laded  her  fweets,  was  beyond 
all  former  example,  and  Involved  them 
in  continual  wars  anmng  themfelves,  for 
the  Ihare  theylhoiild  polJefs  in  her  favour, 
fhoiild  eagerly  convert  fuch  precedents 
to  tiu  ir  «)\vn  advantage,  and  behold  evc- 

r.  w  rival  for  it  with  the  extrciheftjea- 
Joufy. 

Peter  the  Great’s  efforts  to  create  Tai¬ 
lors  and  a  navy,  were  beheld  with*  admi- 
t  itio’.l  as  a  novelty,  and  as  the  extraviidi- 
nai  j  atlein,>ts  of  an  extraonlinary  man.

Nor  is  this  at¬ 
tempt  more  repugnant  to  the  princinlei 
adopted  by  the  commercial  dates,  than 
it  is  to  the  general  political  fyftem  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  w'hich  has  been  fo  long  xnd  fo  ea- 
fily  purfued,  and  wliich,  to  preferve  a 
due  equilibrium,  is  totally  uverfe  to  the 
miking  of  great  conqneits,  or  to  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  new  doitkinion.  To  all  thefc 
itar.ding  impediments,  maybe  added  the 
general  dread  entertained  of  the  over¬ 
grown  power  of  Riillia,  and  a  convidion 
of  the  comWpiences  that  have  already 
en  filed  from  that  fupreme  aieendant 
which  Ihc  has  acquired,  and  which  Ihe  fo 
arbitrarily  difplays  in  all  the  atiairsof  the 
north. 

Such,  however,  are  the  peculiar  cir-' 
cuniftances  of  the  prefent  times,  and  fuch 
the  extraordinary  fortune  of  the  emprefe 
Catherine,  that,  with  a  very  moderate 
naval  force,  ill  found  and  ill  provided, 
and  manned  with  raw  and  unexperiencecl 
failors,  fhe  has  fent  fire  and  fword  into 
the  fhores  of  Greece,  and  the  ilTes  of,  the 
Archipelago. 

f  ireat  BritpJn,  indeed,  beheld  with  un- 
cafinefs,  the  aggrandizement  of  a  power, 
in  whole  alliance  Ihe  is  to  look  for  a  ba¬ 
lance  *  to  the  family-compact.  France 
dexis  not  chufc  to  interfere  in  a  quarrel, 
which  might  bring  into  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  an  Engiilh  to  the  aid  of  a  RulTian 
Heet.  The  diftrefs  which  tlie  Levant 
trade  fuffers,  is  more  felt  by  France  than 
by  Great  Britain ;  and  Great  Britain  pro¬ 
fits  more  by  the  profperity  of  the  Ruffian  ^ 
arms  and  empire,  than  ihc  fuffers  by  a  * 
temporary  fiifpeufion  of  her  commerce  ; 
in  that  part  oi  the  world,  where  our  dcaJ‘ 
inga  are  not  near  fo  extenfive  as  tliAt  of 
France.  If  the  progrefs  cf  the  Ruffian 
arms  Ihoiild  meet  any  check,  it  mull  be 
owing  to  the  intervention  of  Pruflia  and 
Aultria ;  neither  of  which  pow'ers  can 
fie,  w  ithout  a  rational  alarm,  Riiffia  be,-, 
coming  the  miftrefs  of  Poland,  and  the] 
total  delh-oyer  of  the  Turkii'h  empire; 
out  of  whofe  'mins  fomethipg  truly  for¬ 
midable  might  ariie  in  time.

Man  was  feiit  forth  to  inherit  the  earth** 
Endowed  with  keen  appetites  or  proptn- 
fiiies,  aiid  with  the  unintermitting  veh{J- 
ment  dtfire  of  fclf-prefcrvation,  he  foon 
began  to  Itretch  out  his'  hand,  and  ap¬ 
propriate,  for  bis  ufe,  the  fruits  of  the 
ground,  or  \vhatcver  other  objedt  feemed 
fuited  to  his  convenience  and  well-beih^. 
Now,  lirft  arofe  in  tlie  human  mind  that 
Ix^.iUed  and  momentous  idea  Q^property^ 
which, in  the  progrefs  of  fociety  and  of 
a'ts,  gives  to  human  affairs  their  Ipring 
and  energy,  compofes  what  we  call  the 
bufniefs  of  life,  and  roufes  in  the  heart 
patiious  of  the  higheft  tone,  avarice  and 
anibition,  fruitful  fources  of  all  the  ca- 
trflrophes  that  eifibellilh  the  annals  of 
nations. 

l.Ittle  refemhling  thofc  complicated 
forms,  w'hich  civil  focieties  have  invented 
for  the  prevention  of  fraud  and  chicane, 
the  original  and  primitive  mode  of  acqui- 
lition  is  extremely  limple.  It  is  no  other 
than  plain  occupancy.  During  the  ftate 
prior  to  the  eftablifhment  of  civil  fociety 
^what  is  generally,  though  very  falfely, 
filled  ^\\t  Jiate  \f  ndture)y  no  perfon 
could  polhbly  have  right  to  any  uibje^t 
of  properl  till  he  began  fo  occupy  it. 
livery  ore  indeed  (food  in  fuch  a  relation 
as  that  they  might  occupy  and  becorfie 
proprietor  of  the  fubjeiSt;  it  was  in  me¬ 
dio*  Bnt  being  onCe  occupied,  its  date 
is  changed,  and  a  firm‘ connection  cortftt- 
tuted  towards  it  in  favour  of  the  occu¬ 
pant,  exclulive  ofevCry  fubfequent  effort 
of  any  other  perfon.  This  cChneCtion, 
fo  eftablifhed,  it  is  plain,  muft  nccelfarfly 
continue  fo  long  as  it  is  fupported  by 
that  occupancy,  which  is  its  original 
caufe:  but  no  ioohClr  dbes  that  f^l,  than, 
the  connection  being  diflblved,  the  fuH- 
jert  reverts  to  its  priftine  cbiiditioh,  fuf- 
ceptiblc  as  before  of  the  appropridticfn 
of  the  next  occupant. 

As  property,  therefore,  is  orighlally 
ac<|uired  by  occupancy,  fo  it  is  Ibft  by 
non-occupa^ncy  or  dereliction.  When 
the  d^eliCtion  is  palpable  and  eiplicit, 
then  it  is  plain,  that  there  is  ah  end  of 
pjroperty.  But  it  is  our  prefent  bufinefs 
to  inquire  farther,  If  men  may  not  aCt, 
with  juft  reafon,  upon  prefumption  or 
implicit  ^idcnce  ?  it  dereliction,  though 
not  explicitly  declared,  iiiay  npt  from 
certain  cirGumftaiioes  be  pronounced  dk 


implicit  ?  if  it  may,  it  will  follow  tliAt 
prefeription  has  a  foundation -in  reafon' 
and  nature.  On  the  contrary  fuppolition 
it  would  follow,  that  not  only  preferij^ 
tion  is  not  thus  founded,  but  many  other 
proceedings  Ukewife,to  which  the  appel¬ 
lations  of  and  equitahlft  and  na- 
iuralf  are  univcrfally  afcribcil. 

Let  us  attempt  to  evol^ie  this  fcemiitg 
intricacy.  It  is  an  idea  included  in  the 
very  conception  of  property,  that  tlic 
proprietor  may  ufe  it  at  his  plcafure,  and 
confcquently  AfTolve  the  connection  be¬ 
tween  him  and  it,  whenever  he  incline^. 
But  he  is  only  underftood  Co  to  incline 
-when  his  will  is  exprefted ;  and  it  is  ex- 
pfefled  in  wayjS  very  various;  for  nature 
has  taught  (is  various  methods  of  inter¬ 
preting,  as  well  as  of  exprefting  human 
intentions.  Now^,  my  futKlamental  pofi- 
tion  is  this,  that  whoever  interprets  the 
(igns  of  will  in  other  men  agreeably  to 
nature,  and  proceeds  in  conformity  to 
that  interpretation,  exhibits  a  conduCt 
that  ts  founded  in  reafon  and  in  nature. 

When  we  fee  a  man  aCting,  it  is  natural 
to  fuppolc  that  he  aCls  from  choice;  wx 
only  believe  the  contrary  when  we  re¬ 
ceive  a‘  ftronger  contrary  evidence.  In 
the  fame  manner,  when  we  fee  a  man  dC- 
lift  from  acting  or  from  poffeffing,  we 
conclude  that  this  alfo  is  the  conduCt 
of  his  choice,  till  the  reverfe  is  evinced 
ftronger  evidence.  Apply  this  faCt  fo 
prefeription*.  When  a  man  c^fes  io 
polfefs,  it  is  natural  to  believe  that  he  has 
derelinquiihed;  confidering,  however,  at 
the  fame  time,  the  extreme  afte^ion  of  a 
rtari  towards  his  property,  it  is  *alfo  na¬ 
tural  to  believe,  that  he  would  be  unwil¬ 
ling  to  relinquilh.  HenCe  arofe  preferip¬ 
tion.  An  inftantaneous  feizing  of  a  fub- 
jeCt  upon  the  fuppolition  of  derchCHon 
not  prefeription;  if  is  plunder  perbapS, 
or  rapine;  bat  prefeription  is  a  (B^ate  6f 
nature*  The  prefumplion  of dereliCHoii , 
ariiing  from  ceflation  of  pofteflion,  and 
the  contrary  prefUmption  of  don-dcrclic- 
tioh  or  oocujMncy,  ariiing  from  the  uni- 
verfidity  of  the  love  of  property  at  firA, 
eqUiponddratC  each  other.  ,  They  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  fo  for  a  while,  till  at  laft 
length  of  time  extihguiftie s  in  the  mind 
eveiy  doubt  of  aCtual  di^liCtion.  The 
pixfomptioh  of  derelidion  now  totally 
abfqrW the  contrary. prefumption.  1  ap¬ 
prehend,  then,  nay,  I  aver  it,  that  this  Is 
a  natural  and  juft  interpretation  of  hu¬ 
man  actions,  not  lefr  judft  than  the  moft 
natural  inteiTW^tioh  ofthe  moft  ouvert 
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Wcarc  dcterniined  by  nature  to 
tvnfiie  in  fignp,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
\vc  arc  dttermined  to  infer  a  caufc  from 
an  ert'e^.  Hence  language  itfelf  in  all  its 
complicated  extent ;  for  otherwile,  how 
c«uild  there  be  any  communication  of 
thought,  purpole,  or  defirc  ^ 

1  venture  theretorc  to  infer,  as  upon 
^  evidence  ali1v>ft  alj^Bnical,  that  the  min 
who  aVAil'/lumfelf  of  this  prefeription, 
adts  agrei  ably  to  i  e  and  n  itnre ;  that 
he  may  jiitlly  CK>nhder  himfelf  as  tirll  oc- 
I  upant  and  Icgilimite  pr(*prietor.

Let  us  fiipjH>fe 
the  foi  m<*r  |*ri>p»ietor  to  return  with  an 
intention  to  rtfuibc  ppfTtirion,  and  the 
moft  lar.gUlne  dt<  laraliona  of  his  never 
having  had  any  fntchtioii  to  derclintiiiilh.

hy  no  mrin?.  'Lhe  former  Indeed  dif- 
ciaims  aiiy  intention  to  derelinqiiifli ;  but 
tiic  latter,  with  more  rtafon,  may  anfvvtr, 
“  Sir,  I  am  not  iK'uhd  to  believe  you ;  I 
hive  had  already  much  dronperevidercc 
(»f  the  contrary :  you  PoW  give  me  On!’/ 
yoUr  word;  l>eFoic  the  wh6lc  tenor  of 
y-nir  conduct  was  evidence.”  The  re¬ 
ply  is  a  jurt  an<l  a  rcafonable  One;  bc- 
eaufe,  though  the  old  proprietor  now 


frreniiotifly  adlrts  a  d.iHcrenh  Intention, 
Net  the  pjcfent  ihoprirtor  has  had  a  bet¬

hew  atxpiifition.  Thus  it  is  evident,  that 
^prefeription  is  founded  in  reafon  and  na¬ 
ture. 

Fven  though,  in  the  refults  of  fociety, 
partienbr  cafes  were  to  occur,  where  the 
law  of  pi efeription  could  only  be  jnftified 
from  its  general  !en<lem:y,  yet  thefe  could 
prove  no  more, /than  that  prei'ci  iption 
had  thajTd  the  fatt*  of  almoft  .iH  the  laws 
a  h1  inflitnt’n»ns  of  mankindi  Bid  it  is 
rem!irkalilc,.that  tbis  law  has  preferved, 
\v  dtia’d,  an  nucommon  degfee  of  its  pri- 
ndtne  equity.  Suppofe  that  the  ,fir(t 
’proprietor e.ln  ponluce  fadts,  which,  in 
their  nature,  exclude  the  prefiimption  of 
his  inelinafion  to  relliiquifli;  e.  let 
V.iin  prove  tliat  hik  pnx*ee<iiiig  was  Hie 
refult  of  necclTdy',  and  not  of  choice; 
here,  then)  there  cimld  be  ho  intention 
to  dertlinquilh;  and  confequently,  by  the 
law  of  nature,  no  c^erelidtion  is  undcr- 
ft  Kxi:  hence  no  prclc’ription.  All  the 
rivil  cctiflitiitions  of  uations  accordingly, 


1  believe,  have  admitted  this  excepHon  J 
fo  that,  in  this  indance,  tliey  have  not  de¬ 
viated  from  the  firaplicily  and  redlitudc 
of  nature.  The  validity  of  the  law  of 
prefeription,  however,  is  not  diminiihed 
by  that  limitation;  if  is  only  defined  and 
Ihewn  indeed  to  be  the  ofibpring  of  rca- 
fon  and  of  nature.  It  is  the  refult  of  a 
jud  interpretation  of  human  actions;  but 
if  it  lhall  appear  that  the  interpretation 
has  failed,  prefeription  of  courfe  rauit  al¬ 
io  fail. 

Many  other  arguments,  befides  tliat  on 
which  1  have  enlarged,  might  be  brought 
in  fupport  of  the  fame  doctrine.  How^ 
ever,l  apprehend  that  I  need  urge  no 
more:  one  argument,  if  a  good  ahd  a 
fudicient  one,  is  all  that  reafon  and  can-* 
dour  require. — My  lord  Kaimes,  the  on¬ 
ly  writer  in  favour  of  llie  natural  equity 
of  prefeription  that  I  ever  read,  ufes  an 
argument  of  a  difTeretit  kind.  It  is,  in 
fhort,  fomewhat  to  this  purpofe:  “  The 
former  projirietor,  being  long  out  of  pof- 
felfion,  lofes  by  degrees  the  affection  for 
’  liis  property.  The  new  proprietor  by 
degrees  acquires  affection  in  confequtnce 
of  his  hbna  JiJei  pofledion,  and  alongft 
vrith  that  a  lenfe  of  fecurlty.

How¬ 
ever,  tlie  following  morning  relieved  us 
from  all  dilmal  a^iprehenlions  by  their 
appearance :  They  iufornuxl  us,  that 
they  had  been  prodigiouily  wearied  by 
the  afcenlion  of  the  mouiu.iin f  tliat  the 
two  r.egTi;C5  AVerc  dead  of  fatigue;  and 
that  it  was  with  the  utnioft  difficulty  they 
liad  fived  Hr  ilolaiidcr-;  for,  w  hen  they 
hail  obtained  rfbout  half  way  of  the  de- 
feent,  it  was  too’far  to  retreat;  and  a 
wo  od  abort  them  promilitcz  fome  (belter, 
they  galmtl  it  \nth  much  difliculty,  and 
made  a  bower  for  Dr  Solander,  who,.- af¬ 
ter  having  foinc  fieep,  recovered' his  fpi- 
r’ts  lo'dcl'cej'd  to  the  valHes.  We  did 
not  continue  ■  long  U]'on  the  ifland  <lf 
'Ferra  del  I'uego,  before  we  puffued  our 
voyage  to  Geoige’s  Jlland,  which  lies  ill 
about  1 7  deg.  fouth  latitude.;  for  Fnego 
pnidneed  little  more-  than  tiih.  Updh 
our  anival,  the  natives  received  us  with 
much  hofpltalityand  ioy,bcihg  now  con¬ 
vinced,  from  capt.  VV'allace’s  condu^, 
we  really  meant  to  befiiend  them;  in 
(^onfeopience  of  which,  vve  exchanged 
prefeuts,  and  (et  up  our  refidenee  with 
them  for  tl/ree  months.  We  found'  a 
moft  intelligent  man  amongft  them,  wh«, 
upon  all  (xxahonsjwas  our  friend  and  in¬ 
terpreter.  1  his  man,  who  was  named 
Tobia  (a  klml  of  lavage  prieft),furprifed 
us  with  the  information  of  a  large  (hip 
having  been  lately  there,  btlt  (lie  was  de¬ 
parted  vveftw'ard ;  which,  before  his  red-  ’ 
tal,  we  Ikid  fome  fufpicion  of,  upon  our 
difeovering  a  number  of  pAiropean  goods 
amonpft  them,  particularly  knives,  and 
other  iron  implements.  To  difeover 
thefe  adventurers,  wt  difnlayed  all  the 
Kuropean  (tagfe  toTobia,’  who  irnmediate- 
.  ly  pitched  upon  the  Spanifh  colours. 

This  c(>nvinced  us  of  a  prior  vilitor;
